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FARL LI SENDS EVASIVE 


REPLY TO HAY’S DEMAND 


Washington, August 3.—Another move 
was made today in the diplomatic situa- 
tion by the return of an evasive answer 
by Li Hung Chang © Secretary Hay’s 
peremptory demand of August Ist to be 
put in communication, with the foreign 
ministers at Pekin. Li's answer is not 
fnal and leaves the matter open to diplo- 
macy. But Li's actions, as reported by 
Consul General Goodnow, are unques- 
tionably sinister and vill amount to a 
fnal rejection of the American proposi- 
tion if persisted in. 

Mr. Goodnow’s disvatch contains 
some further information bearing on 
the question of responsibility for Pe- 
kin conditions in the statement that 
the commander of the Chinese troops, 
by inference answerab.e to the Chi- 
hese government, ordered the Pao 
Ting massacre. 


It is learned here that Li Pi Hong, the 
commander referred to, is a civil] official 
aad well known to all thé Chinese of- 
fcials abroad as one of the most rabid 
anti-foreign leaders in China. He is a

Conger’s Message Was Straight. 

The state department today issued the 
following: 

“The state department has received a 
dispatch from Mr. Fowler, consu! at Che 
Foo, dated at night on the 2d of August, 
stating that .when ‘he learned from the 
Shanghai papers that doubts were enter- 
tained of the genuineness of the Conger 
cipher telegram he wired on the 27th to 
the governor of, Shan Tung to send him 
the original by courier. The governor at 
once complied with his request, sending 
a special’ postman, who, by traveling 
night and day for five days, made the 
journey, which in ordinary times would 
have required twelve days. He delivered 
to Mr. Fowler the original of the Con- 
ger cipher dispatch. It is signed by Mr. 
Conger and dated the 17th of July. It is 
precisely the same as the mesSage re- 
ceived at the state department, with sev- 
eral words prefixed, which came in an 
unintelligible form to the Chinese lega- 
tion here. The dispatch in its complete 
form says that the members of the 
American legation had been. besieged for 
a month in the British legation. Mr. 
Fowler has no doubt: of the genuineness 
of the dispatch.”’ 

Some interesting facts connected with 
the original cipher méssdge have. been 
brought. to light by. Mr. Fowler’s dis- 
patch. It appears .that when Minister 
Wu received the cipher: message about 
the 2lst of July, he found that it contain- 
ed a cipher within a. cipher. The gov- 
ernor of Shan Tung, Yuan, transmitted 
with the message a message from the 
tsung. li yamen, which in turn transmit- 
ted Mr. Conger’s message. The latter 
was in the state department cipher; the 
former in the Chinese official cipher. 
When Mr. Wu, tn deciphering the mes- 
sage, reached the end of the tsung li 
yamen’s message of transmittance he was 
unaware of the fact and thought that 
the several grogps of figures folowing 
were a portion of the tsung li yamen 
message. As a matter of fact, they were 
the initial words of Mr. Conger’s message 
and they were undecipherable by Mr. Wu 
because they were in the state depart- 
‘ment cipher. Instead of beginning, ‘In 
British legation,”’ etc., Mr. Conger’s mes- 
sage really began: ‘“‘We have for a month 
in the British legation,”’ etc. 

Another iact developed is that the mes- 
sage is signed “E. H. Conger, July lith.’ 
Many persons had supposed that while the 
message was genuine, it was one written 


by Mr. Conger long before, and that it had 


been fraudulentiy redated by the Chinese 
officials. Now it appears that the tsung 
li yamen, or Yuan, did date it the 18th. It 
is thought that this date was accurate, 
and that while Mr. Conger actually wrote 
hfs dispatch on the [7th and put it in 
cipher for transmission at the first, the 
message did not leave Pekin until the 
foilowing day. 
Goo.now Delivers Message 
Consui General Goodnow has cabled 
Secreiary Hay that he delivered to Li 
Hung Chang the secretary's answer to 
the former suggestion that the attack on 
Pekin be deierred in. consideration ot 
opening free -communication with the 
foreign ministers.

Allied Forces Are Having Good Time 
in Camp. 

Tien Tsin, Wednesday, July 3, via 
Shanghai, Thursday, August 2.—A ma- 
jority of the commanding officers here 
say the rellef expedition wil] start for 
Pekin about August Ist. Pending the or- 
der to advance the events at Pekin are 
seemingly but slightly regarded. High 
officers are entertaining nightly at elabo- 
rate dinners, with military bands playing 
operatic airs. Foreign residents and 
friends of the besieged in Pekin who 
came to Tien Tsin to await news or ac- 
company the expedition are infensely dis- 
satisied with the progress of prepara- 
tion. They accuse the army of indiffer- 
ence and of magnifying the difficulties to 
be encountered in reaching Pekin. 

That the position of the legations demand 
that the army take extraordinary risks 
by, scouring the surrounding country and 
commandeeering animals and wagons and 
that boats sufficient for nurposes of 
transportation might be improvised is the 
prevailing opinion of civilians, and many 
officers, notably Japanese and Amcricans, 
confirm this. Thg comment is made that 
European officers are too much attached 
to book theories to utilize the resources 
of the country fand that they would rather 
stay in Tien Tsin according to rules than 
start for Pekin without a perfect equip- 
ment. 

General Dorward, of the British forces, 
and other high officials take aa optimistic 
of the conditions at Pekin, saying 
they 
hold out. 

On the surface the best of feeling pre- 
vails among officers and soldiers of the 
several nations represented here. All are 
fraternizing, the lack of organization with 
a supreme commander handicaping prog- 
ress. While people at Tien [sin are en- 
tirely ignorant of diplomatic aegotiations 
abroad concerning Chinese affairs. The 
lack of harmony here among the repre- 
sentatives of the powers ninders vigorous 
action. 


COLUM NHAS MOVED 35 MILES. 


Allies Are Now on Their Way 
Toward City of Pekin. 


London, August 4—4:55 a. m.—According 
to a special dispatch from Shangnai, 
dated August 3d, the advancing column of 
the allied forces was reported there yes- 
terday to have reached a point thirty-five 
miles beyond Tien Tsin. Nothing from 
any other point corroborates this state- 
ment. In fact The Standard goes so far 
as to say that it fears the real advance 
apart from preliminary measures had not 
yet begun. , 

Tien Tsin dispatches dated July 30th tell 
of an action which is termed a ‘‘recon- 
noissance” between the Japanese. and 
Chinese two miles beyond the Hsi Ku 
arsenal, in which the Japanese withdrew 
after suffering thirty casualties. 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of The 
Standard under date of July 27th declares 
that the Americans and Germans have 
been ordered to move forward without 
waiting for the British. 

A Che Foo special dated August Ist an- 
nounces the safety of all the Americans 
in Pekin and the reception of a letter 
from Dr. Cheltman dated Pekin, July 
20th, saying that on the previous day Siz 
Claude MacDonald, the British minister, 
had agreed to a truce, provided the 
Chinese came no closer, and adding: 

‘We hope this means relief, but having 
defeated the Chinese, we are fearful now 
of treachery. All are exhausted with 
constant watching, fightiug and digging 
trenches. The greatest credit is due wv 
Mr. Squires, secretary of the United 
States legation, whose military experi- 
ence and energy are invaluable.” 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily News says the consuls there regret 
the independent action taken by tne 
American association and the China as- 
socfaiion on the ground that it is injudi- 
cious. He says: 

“The settlements being international, 
petty jealousies must disappear. The 
China association is of little local influ- 


ce.”’

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Raleigh, N. C., August 3.—(Special.)— 
The democrats rejoiced quietly all over 
North Carolina today. The compilation 
of returns tonight shows that demo- 
cratic majorities aggregate 64,678 and fu- 
sion majorities 5,125, making the net dem- 
ocratic majority 59,553. 

There will be contests in several coun- 
ties, there being gross irregularities in 
Randolph and Harnett and smaller ones 
in Wilkes and Chatham. In the latter 
county, at Congressman Atwater’s pre- 
cinct, a fusion stronghold, the fusionists, 
finding they were being outvoted, as- 
saulted the election officers, smashed the 
ballot boxes and burned the Sallots. 
This is the only outrage which occurred 
in the state yesterday so far as known. 

The returns show to the senate there 
are elected thirty-eight democrats and 
nine fusionists, with three seats doubtful, 
and to the house ninety-five democrats 
and thirteen fusionists, while twelve seats 
are in doubt. 

There was some talk today about na- 
tional politics. This grew out of a ru- 
mor that Senator Butler had declared 
North Carolina’s electoral votes should be 
east for McKinley. Chairman Simmons 
said at democratic headquarters tonight 
that the state's vote would be cast for 
Bryan beyond peradventure. 

Mecklenburg, Edgcombe and Robeson 
are the banner counties so far as the 
vote on the constitutional amendment 
is concerned. Each gave it 3,500 majority, 
New Hanover ranking second with 3,016. 

There will be only two populists in the 
legislature, both from ‘Senator Butler's 
county, Sampson. 

Senator Butler is here. He has kept 
very quiet today. The local military 
ordered on duty Tuesday afternoon by 
Governor Russell was relieved from duty 
at noon today. Senator Butler said this 
afternoon election returns were not defi- 
nite enough for an estimate by counties, 
and added: 

“Every negro county has gone demo- 
cratic and the majority for the constitu- 
tional amendment can be anything de- 
sired. Certificates of election will be 
given, I should say, to seventy demo- 
cratic representatives and thirty to thir- 
ty-five democratic senators. Of course it 
could be more, because stealing capacity 
is unlimited.’’ 

The senator says he expects to spend 
next week fishing and resting after his 
campaign, which is the most disastrous 


on record in North Carolina. 
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DENOUNCE HIM AS A BAD MAN. 


Democrats Reply to the Letter of 
Senator Butler. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Regarding Senator Marion Butler's letter 
in The Washington Post this morning 
James H. Pou. ex-chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee and law partner of 
Chairman Simmons, says: 

“Butler’s telegram will receive no at- 
tention in North Carolina. He is known 
in this state, and few men can be found 
who will believe the words he says. His 
campaign ,paper and his campaign liter- 
ature have contained for two months lit- 
tle that was not false. The election in 
the state was peaceful, orderly and fair. 
There was no fraud and no occasion for 
fraud, because the democratic party was 
thoroughly united and the opposition was 
broken all to pieces. Thousands of white 
republicans of Raleigh and the state pub- 
li¢ly supported the amendment and our 
ticket. A great majority of the populists 
in the state supported the amendment 
and our ticket and many negroes are re- 
ported to have voted for the amendment 
and our ticket. ‘Mfr, Butler knows this as 
well as any one, but deliberately chose to 
misrepresent his state in the eyes of the 
nation. The people of the United States, 
knowing him as United States senator, 
and not knowing his despisable character 
and total disregard of truth, might notice 
what he says, and for that reason only 
I am willing to go to the trouble to deny 
his statement. If the peaple of the United 
States knew Butler as well as the people 
of North Carolina know him denial 
would not be necessary. He is a most 
odious man and he is held in more general 
contempt than any man who ever lived in 
North Carolina. The only two men of

YELLOW FEVER IS CONFIRMED. 


Surgeon White Eends a Report to 
Surgeon General Wyman. 
Washington, August 3.—Surgeon Wy- 
man, of the marine hospital service, has 
received a dispatch from Surgeon J. H. 
White, dated at Key West, Fla., yester- 
day, confirming the press reports of yel- 
low fever in Hillsboro county, Florida. He 
announces in his dispatch that the med- 
ical report of the state board at Tampa 
nad reported to the state health officers 
that there were two cases of yellow fever 
in Hillsboro county. Accompanied by the 
state health officer, Surgeon White left 
immediately for the scene of the outbreak 
of the fever to investigate the cases. His 
report has not yet been received. Marine 
hospital service authorities refuse to dis- 
cuss the probable significance of the ap- 
j}earance of the fever ac this time, pend- 
ing some definite official information. It 
had been hoped that wlth its failure to 
appear up to this time the season might 
pass without fever developments on the 

Florida coast. ; 


MISSISSIPPI ON-ITS GUARD. 


State Soaru of Health Will Meet at 
Jackson 

Jackson, Miss., August 3.—The executive 
committee of the Mississippi state board 
of health will meet in Meridian tomorrow 
for the purpose of discussing the yellow 
fever infection at Tampa. It is not likely 
that a state quarantine wil! be establishi- 
ed unless the action is forced by other 
states quarantining against Mississippi. 
Secretary Hunter received a. telegram 
from Dr. Souchon, of the Louisiana board, 
this afternoon stating that he had quar- 
antined against Tampa, and asking that 
Mississippi protect Louisiana against pas- 
sengers coming through Alabama. The 
Mississippi board has only $4,000 per year 
for expenses, and quarantines will neces- 
sarily be very limited. 


STATE HEALTH OFFICER MOVES. 


Dr. Porter Goes to Tampa To Inves- 
tigate Illness. 


Tampa, Fla., August 3.—Dr. J._ Y. 
Porter, state health officer. is on his 
way here from Key West. He is accom- 
panied by-Dr. J. H. White, of the ma- 
rine hospital service, and will arrive in 
Tampa tomorrow morning. Immediately 
on his arrival Dr. Porter will.make a 
thorough inspection of the sititatton and 
will prepare for publication his bulletin. 

Dr. Weedon, state physiciah in charge 
here until the arrival of Dr. Porter, gave 
out a statement this afternoon that there 
had been one death and two additional 
cases, three in all, from yellow fever. 
The source of the disease is not known. 

Texas Applies Quarantine. 

Houston, Tex., August 3.—State Health 
Officer Hunt today ordered a rigid quar- 
antine against Tampa, Fla., both by rail 
and at the ports. It applies to freight, 
passengers and mail. 

Louisiana Puts on Quarantine. 

New Orleans, La., August 3.—The Lou- 
isiana state board of health has estab- 
lished quarantine against Tampa, Fla., 
on account of yellow fever at that place 


TROUBLE IN LANDING HORSES. 


Lack of Lighters Causing Annoyance 
in China. 


Washington, August 3.—The operations 
of the American forces in China are seri- 
ously handicapped by the delay in the 
landing of the cavalry horses, owing to 
the lack of lighters and other small craft. 
Two squadrons of the Sixth cavalry ar- 
rived at Taku with General Chaffee on 
the Grant several days ago, but in the 
absence of ther mounts have been of no 
further use than regular foot troops and 
delay will occur in unloading horses from 
the Lenox, Conemaugh and Leelenaw,. all 
at or on the way to China. It is‘estimat- 
ed at the war department thaf fhere are 
about 2,500 American troops, including 750 
marines, in the vicinity of Tien Tsin 
available for active operations against the 
Chinese capital, with prospects of 3,000 
re-enforcements from the United States 
arriving in small detachments within the 
next two months. In view of the small 
American repreg ntation on the spot it is 
not regarded at the war department as 
probable that General Chaffee would be 
selected to command -the allied forces.

He was looking hale and hearty 
and shared in the general confidence of 
the campaign managers that democrati> 
opposition will receive a crushing blow or 
Monday next. State Senator R. M. Cun- 
ningham will speak .at Easonville,  8t. 
Clair county. tomorrow morning, and 
Colonel W. W. Quarles, of Selma, will 
speak at Columbiana, Shelby county. Con- 
gressman Jesse F. Stallings and Con- 
gressman Oscar W. Underwood will fill 
appointments in Cleburne county and 
Judge W. H. Stanley, of this citv, will 
address the voters at Coal City. In ad- 
dition to these numerous other addresses 
will be made in various counties. 

In the last stages of the campaign the 
fight has narrowed down to a contest in 
a few doubtful countless which have here- 
tofore gone against the democracy.

Tung, has arrived at Pekin 
with a large following of troops. On the 
way north he killed two French priests 
and many hundred converts. Li Hung 


Chang is alleged to have sent a message . 


to Pekin to keep Li Ping quiet. 

The parliamentary secretary for the 
foreign office, Mr. Broderick, said today 
in the house of commons that the gov- 
ernment had no fresh information from 
China. It was not true, he said, that 
operations by the allies were delayed by 
the British contingent. On the contrary 
the last information from General Gase- 
lee was to the effect that his troops were 
ready and would shortly advance, and

WOOD WANTS THOSE BOOKS 


Tries To Prove That They Were Not 
Destroyed by Fire, as Sims 
Stated in Answer to 
the Plaintiff’s Pe- 
tition. 


August 3.—Referee Tally 
Was engaged today hearing evidence in 
the bankruptcy case of Roff Sims, [he 
line of testimony today was the plaintiff's 
desire to show that certain books of Roff 
Sims & Co. were not destroyed in the fire 
that happened in Sims’s store in Septem- 
ber, 1898, Sims having stated in his an- 
swer to plaintiffs’ bankruptcy petition 
that the books were burned= He claimei 
that they were in the third story of the 
building and, having been destroyed, he 
could not produce them in court as he 
had been ordered to do. 

There were seyeral witnesses today. 
Wilson Wright, who was formerly em- 
plyed by Sims, stated that he had fre- 
quently been in the third story of the 
building and had never seen the books 
there and he would have seen them had 
they been there. : 

Bryan Edwards testified that eighteen 
or twenty large books were brought to 
the office of the Georgia Stave and Head- 
ing Company, of which Sims is general 
manager; that they were not books used 
in the business of the Georgia Stave and 
Heading Company: that after the books 
had been there a few days they were 
packed up by T. C. Holmes, the book- 
keeper of Sims, and were carried off by a 
negro drayman to some place unknown to 
witness 7 

Ike Winship testified that one day at 
the office of the Georgia Stave and Head- 
ing Company T. C. Holmes received a 
telephone message and Holmes immedi- 
ately packed up the books and they were 
carted off. 

Lewis Wood testified that he had fre- 
quently been in the third story of Sims’s 
store and had never seen the books there 
and in his opinion they were not destroyed 
by fire and could not have burned. Sims 
told witness that the loss on his stock of 
goods by the said fire in September, 1898, 
Was only $1,000, but he had beat the in- 
surance company out of $7,500. Witness 
said he loaned Sims $10,000 on his stock 
and Sims told him there was no other 
mortgages on the stock than this, where- 
as there were other mortgages. Witness 
further said he had indorsed for Sims to 
the amount of $6,000, the money to be 
used in the business in which he and 
Sims were interested, but Sims appiled 
about half of the amount to the payment 
of a mortgage that was on Sims’s dwell- 
ing house. Wood recited at length vari- 
ous transactions between him and Siins. 
Pending the cross-examination of Wood 
the hearing wag cefitinued until tomor- 
row. It was testified that Sims iad 
bought the bankrupt stock of the Brown 
Shoe Company and of J. P. Bullock, but 
no report of these purchases has ever 
been made to plaintiffs. 

Railroad Injunctiop. 

A very interesting injunction case was 
heard by Judge Felton, uf the superior 
court, today. It was that of the Macon 
Conaglidated Street Railroad Company 
against the mayor and council of the clty 
of Macon to permanently enjoin the city 
from forcing the railroad to move its 
track into the middle of Poplar street, 
between Cotton avenue and Washington 
avenue, Bacon, Miller & Brinson repre- 
Sented the railroad and City Attorney 
Wimberly the defendants.

NO TRACE OF THEM FOUND 


They Were Taken, It Is Thought, 
by Rochelle People. 


OBJECT WAS TO PREVENT RATIFICATION 


The Fight in Wilcox County Is Over

Abbeville, Ga.. August 3.—(Special.)—A 
sensation was sprung here today when it 
was known that all the ballots and elec- 
tion returns of last Tuesday's primary 
were stolen from the vault of the court- 
house, It seems that on the night of last 
Wednesday, the date the vote was con- 
solidated and the result was declared by 
the managers of the several precincts, 
some parties prominent in politics at 
Rochelle,. called on Clerk Mixon and 
asked him to go down to the courthouse 
with them, as they wished to get some 
certified copies of some papers on record. 
Mr. Mixon went with them and when 
they got there they told him they wanted 
to get certified copies of the voting lists 
of each precinct in the county. He told 
them he could not let them have these 
until he consulted the chairman of the 
executive committee of the county. 

About this time Mr. W. C. Oliver, seeing 
a light in the courthouse and thinking 
strange of it at that time of the night, 
went over. and seeing Mr. Mixon and 
the parties there, called Mixon out and 
asked him what they wanted. Mixon 
told him and asked him to send for Cap- 
tain C. R. Warren, who is chairman of 
the executive committee of this county, 
as he wanted legal advice on the subject. 
Captain Warren came and advised him to 
keep the records in his possession, as 
they were not fecords pertaining to his 
office at all and only put in the vault for 
safe keeping, but while Mixon was called 
out by Oliver he left the vault door open, 
and when this fact was ascertained the 
next day people in this community be- 
came suspicious of such proceedings, and 
as Mixon was out of town yesterday a 
guard was placed at the courthouse to 
see that the vault was not tampered 
with and today when he returned he went 
to the courthouse, in company with Dr. 
A. H. Crawford, Dr. W. R. George, or- 
dinary: J. M. Warren and J. L. McCall 
and searched for the ballots and returns, 
but they could not be found. 

Your correspondent called on Mr. Mixon 
and asked him how the ballots could 
have been taken and he replied that 
they could not possibly have been taken 
out unless it was done while he was 
talking to Mr. Oliver outside his office, 
as no one knew the combination except 
himself, 

It seems certain that the object of tak- 
ing the ballots could not have been any- 
thing else but this:. Next Monday the ex- 
ecutive commitfee meets here to ratify 
the primary, anda as George FF. McLeod 
is the democratic nominee for represen- 
tative. the idea is to get the committee 
te refuse to ratify the nomination or else 
get up dissatisfaction some way and 
give Rochelle some excuse to run an in- 
dependent candidate.

BAILEY IN GONGRESS| BND BUSY SESSION 


HON. C. B. 


HERMAN, Tex., August 3.—(Special.) 
GS ssotner son of Georgia has won dis- 

tinction in the west. This time it is 
C. B. Randell, of Sherman, Tex., and he 
has been nominated by the democrats to 
succeed Joe Bailey as congressman from 
the fifth congressional! district of Texas. 

He was born in Cobb county, Georgia, 
near Marietta, in ’57 and was educated at 
the North Georgia Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college. He studied law in Geor- 
gia and was admitted to the bar there. He 
moved to Texas in ’79. Like many other 
Georgians in the west, he has battled 
hard for success and has attained it. 

The campaign which he has just waged 
was in. many respects a remarkable one. 
While many of his friends believed he 
would win, not even the most sanguine of 
them would have predicted three months 
ago that his nomination would be on the 
first ballot, and unanimous. Such, how- 
ever, was the case in the recent conven- 
tion at McKinney. 

To begin with, he had an opponent in 
his home county. After a hard fight 
Randell won his home county in the pri- 
mary. There were five other counties tn 
the district, and he had an opponent in 
each of these except ne. The solitary 
exception was Cooke, the home county cf 
Mr. Bailey. It was commonly supposed 
that each of these counties would sup- 
port its home man, and that the real 
battle would be fought out in the con- 
vention. However, this idea did not ap- 
peal to Mr. Randell. To the surprise of 
every one he entered one of these adja- 
cent, counties and stumped it against its 
home man, Still more .o the surprise of 
évery one except himself he won it. Then 
he prepared to repeat the procession in 
another county, and the home man began 
his defense. Again Randell won. The 
same process was repeated in the next 
county. This gave him votes enough in 
the convention to win on first ballot, but 
it was not enough to gatisfy the former 
Georgian. He made preparations to con- 
test the next county as closely as if he

had not a vote yet assured. The local 
candidate this time thought enough of a 
good thing was enough -~* so withdrew. 
Cooke county was carried without opposi- 
tion and the nomination in the conven- 
tion was unanimous. In this victory he 
had no help from Mr. Bailey. He ran 
against Bailey the Jast time that eloquent 
gentleman had any opposition, and al- 
though there has never been any open 
hostility, the relations between the two 
have never been specially cordial. This 
fact lends additional luster to the victory 
in a district where Bailey has had "Jn- 
disputed supremacy for years. 

Randell’s chief characteristic is his dog- 
ged persistency, as was evidenced in his 
recent campaign, He never lets up in the 
case of either friend or foe. He is not as 
smooth and pleasing a speaker as Bailey, 
but he equals him in earnestness, sin- 
cerity and force. Bailey can make much 
the finer talk on a eollege commencement 
occasion, or anywhere else where flowers 
are in demand, but Randell can make a 
closing speech in a railroad damage suit 
which will make the fur and feathers fly 
in a way to make Mr, Bailey dizzy, 

Politically, his faith does not differ 
greatly from that of his gifted predeces- 
sor. He, believes /fp gree gilver: and ts 
glad that it is still ¢ plank in the demo- 
cratic platform. e is against expan- 
sion, not because -expansion is against 
the principles of the democratic party, 
but because he believes most of the pro- 
posed instances of ex sion are against 
the best interests of o@F government. He 
ardently favors the isthmian canal. 

His chief reputation hitherto has been 
as a criminal lawyer and an anti-corpora- 
tion lawyer, He will perhaps be slightly 
hampered in congress by the fact that le 
succeeds a man of nacional reputation. 
When he becomes fully known—and he 
has a way of asserting himself—it will be 
recognized that his friends have lost 
nothing and his enemies gained nothing 
by the change. Hig native state may well 
be proud of him.

Blood plum 3 and 
4 were stricken from the catalogue, as 
they bloom too early for commercial 
use. 

Professor Kepper, University of Ten- 
nessee, and Professor M. B. Waite, United 
States department of agriculture, read 
papers Thursday morning. Professor 
Waite said the peach grower must be a 
biologist, entomologist, pomologist, a keen 
business man and sometimes a politician. 
Professor Waite gave some valuable in- 
formation about the cultivation of 
peaches. He recommended commescial 
fertilizer as follows: Ten per cent potash, 
8 per cent phosphoric acid, 4 per cent 
ammonia. 

The committee on freight rates and 
refrigeration read a red hot report. The 
committee said railroad managers treat- 
ed them discourteously. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
a treatise on pecan culture by Professor 
L. A. Snow. followed by Professor Stock- 
bridge on soil moisture. 

The committee on fruit inspection gave 
Dr. R. H. Hightower, of Dublin, special 
mention on peaches; Colonel J. M Stubbs, 
of Dublin, special mention on Japan 
plum; the Georgia Experiment Station 
special mention on grapes, and the P. J: 
Berckmans Company special mention on 
grapes. 

After adjournment the members ten- 
dered a fruit festival, which was much 
enjoyed. The Dublin military band fur- 
niShed choice music. 


NEGRO SHOOTS A POLICEMAN. 


—— 


Waycross Officer Wounded by Man 
He Was Trying To Arrest. 
Waycross,, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Officer John Lee was shot and mor- 
tally wounded while trying to arrest an 
escaped convict at 10 o’clock last night. 
While Engineer Dave Flynn was taking 
on water at the tank just southwest of 
the depot, he heard two pistol shots on 
the opposite side of the tank. Jumping 
from his engine he ran to investigate, 
shouting at the top of his voice: “What 

does all this shooting mean?” 

In reply some one said: “Come here 
quick, Dave, I’m shot!” Hurrying in the 
direction from whence the voice proceed- 
ed, Mr. Flynn saw Officer John Wee, one 
of the bravest men that ever wore uni- 
form. The officer reeled forward and Mr. 
Flynn caught him in time to prevent his 
falling. 

The wounded man was at once taken to 
Drs. Walker & Izlar’s office, and crowds 
of men tmmedately went in search of 
the negro. ‘The police of Waycross have 
for several days been on the lookout for 
two escaped convicts from Fargo, Ga. 
One was a mulatto, and the other a tall, 
slim, black negro, with a scar across his 
forehead. Last night at about 10 o’clock 
Policeman Lee saw the latter negro try- 
ing to steal a ride on a box car. 

Mr. Lee pulled the negro from the car, 
and while placing the handcuffs on the 
man the latter suddenly fired his revolver 
at the officer and ran down the railroad 
track toward the Jacksonville Y. As the 
negro started to run, the policeman fired 
one shot at him. The ball from the ne- 
gro’s revolver struck the officer in the 
abdomen, passing through him, and in- 
flicting a wound that may prove fatal. 

A yellow negro answering to the de- 
scription of one of the convicts, was ar 
rested in a short time and taken before 
Mr. Lee for identification, when the of- 
ficer stated that the negro who shot him 
was a tall, black man. The negro was 
locked up. A telephone message was at 
once sent to McRea’s convict camp for 
bloodhounds, and about 2 o’clock this 
morning the dogs were taken to the scene 
of the shooting, but failed to strike a 
trail. 

In the meantime, every man in the city 
who could sécure any kind of weapon 
armed himself and went c& a search for 
the negro. Armed bodies of men were 
out all night. Reedsville was thoroughly 
patrolled and every negro met was 
searched and questioned closely. Excite- 
“ment ran high and if the culprit had been 
caught he would have certainly been 
motbed. 

Officer Lee is one of the best men on the 
Waycross police force. He is brave al- 
most to recklessness, and is always 
prompt in the discharge of his duty. 
‘About one year’ ago he was shot while 
attempting to arrest Fayette Brett. Mr. 
Lee has been on the police force, with 
a slight intermission, about four years. 
Part of the time he was on the day 
force, but for the past year or more he 
has been on at night. About two years 
ago he married Miss Mattie Smith, a 
daughter of A. C. Smith, and has one 
child about six months old. 

Policeman Lee is much better tonight 
and it is thought he will recover. A ne- 
gro giving his name as Ebenezer Hill was 
arrested on suspicion at Bladen. Sheriff 
McClelland and posse went down on a 
special train, returning here with the 
prisoner at 5 o’clock. It is not thought 
he is the right man, 
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Charges Against, Tom Waters 
and Mother 


TOMS WIFE DIES SUDDENL 


Thought To Have Been Suicide 
or Murder—Waters and His 
Mother Arrested and 
Have a Preliminary 
Trial. 


Statesboro, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
The trial of. Tom Waters and his mother, 
Hester Waters, charged with the poison- 
ing of Mrs. Sallie Waters, wife of Tom 
Waters. which has been in progress in 
the county court here before Judge Bran- 
an, has caused a sensation in which the 
entire county is interested. 

All the parties connected with the affair 
are among the most prominent in this sec- 
tion, and the outcome of the trial, which 
will] end tomerrow, is watched with in- 
terest. 

The evidence of Dr. Slack, of LaGrange, 
who analyzed the stomach of the young 
woman, to the effect that her death was 
due to poisoning, seems to establish be- 
yond question the fact that she either 
committed suicide or was poisoned. 

Mrs. Waters died very suddenly on July 
2d, and the charge against her husband 
and mather-in-law is that they put strich- 
nine in plums and apples and gave them 
to her with the result that she died. 
No others were present except an old 
negro woman and it is charged that Mrs. 
Waters died in spasms a few minutes 
after eating the fruit. 

Young Waters married Miss Sallie Ha- 
gan, a prominent young woman in thig 
county, several months ago and it is 
charged that shortly after the marriage 
he doubted her chastity and even went 
so far as to state to others that he 
ought to kill her. 

While the evidence against Tom Wa- 
ters and his mother are only circum- 
stantial. the fact that they are among 
the most prominent people in this section 
has caused the matter to become a pro- 
found sensation -and the courtroom has 
been crowded during the trial. The argu- 
ment in the case will be heard tomorrow 
and the decision of the judge is expected 
to be rendered. The hearing is only pre- 
liminary,

Smith Elected to Senate—Hutchins 
and Perry for Legislature. 

Lawrencevillt, Ga., August 3.—(Special.) 
The primary election yesterday passed off 
quietly with the following result: W. TT. 
Smith, defeats’ L. F. McDonald for the 
senate by 334 majority; N. L. Hutchins, 
Jr., and J. A. Perry were elected to the 
legislature over T. A. Pate and G. A.

STOCK OF GOLD NOT 
30 HEAYY AS SHOWN 


Director of Mint Says Estimate Must 
Be Modified. 


EXTENDED INQUIRY IS MADE 


Reduction Will Be Small Compared 
to the Supply. 


LINDERMAN’S FIGURES THE BASIS 


Yellow Metal In Treasury, National 
Banks and “laid Away” Is 
Taken in Consideration. 


Washington, August 3.—Director of 
Mint Roberts today in speaking of the 
probable modification of the estimate of 
the stock of gold in the country said: 

“Some modification of the present esti- 
mate doubtless will be made as the result 
of an extended inquiry that is being made 
by this bureau and by Mr. Muhleman, of 
the New York sub-treasury, but the re- 
duction will be small as compared with 
the stock. The original basis of the 
treasury estimate is a computation made 
by Dr. Linderman, director of the mint 
in 1873. Gold was then at a premium and 
not in general circulation. _He took the 
amount in the treasury and in national 
banks and added $20,000,000 for the circu- 
lation on the Pacific coast and £$16,76,000 
for the holding of other banks and hoards 
in all $135,000,000. 

“To this has been added each year the 
coinage and the imports of domestic 
coins, and subtracted the recoinage, the 
exports and an estimated sum for con- 
sumption in the arts. The result is the 


current estimate. | 

“The gold in the treasury and~in the 
national banks comprises the only part 
of the stock that can be actually counted. 
At the date of the last reported state- 
ment by the national banks, April 26, 
1900, their holdings were $195,769,872. The 
treasury holdings May Ist were $426, 989,351, 
the two items aggregating $622,759, 243. he 
estimate for May lst was $1,019,525,117, 
which left $42,000,000 to be accounted for 
as held by state and private banks. trust 
companies and in safes, tills, pockets and 
hoards. This is the sun subject to modi- 
fication, 

“No account has been taken in the past 
of gold carried out of the country @n the 
persons of travelers, it being assumed 
that there was little of it and that ali but 
an inappreciable amount wag returned by 
incoming travelers. This year the bu- 
reau has made a systematic effort to 
learn what this movement amounted to. 
The replies indicated that gold thus car- 
ried out finds its way throu the bank- 
ers to the principal banks of issue in the 
several countries. About $75,000 per 4an- 
num is melted at Geneva and in all a aet 
loss Of $600,000 to $800,000 ig indicated. At 
the latter rate in twenty-five years the 
total would be $20,000,002 a, sum that 
should be taken account of. An effort 
has been made to arrive at the present 
consumption of coin by manufacturers, 
jewelers, dentists and others in the other 
industrial arts. Inquiries have been ad- 
dressed to about 45,000 firms and individ- 
ualg and replies have been received from 
7 per cent of them. The returns indi- 
cate a total consumption of about $3,#0,- 
000 in coin per year. Prior to 1893 the. 
reau’s estimate was never lesg than f 
amount. but from 1893 it has been pl 
at $1,500,000. The reduction seems to have 
been an error. An additional allowance 
of $2,000,000 per year for seven years wou 
require correction of $14,000,

PROBABLE SITE WILL BE HIGHER UP 


Diphtheria Prevailing in Montgom- 
ery—Pensions Issued to Old Sol- 
diers—Other Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 3.—(Special.) 
The appearance of yellow fever at Tam- 
pa, Fla., it is thought will practically set- 
tle the question of holding the state en- 
campment against any of the places in 
the southern part of the state. Mobile, 
Birmingham, Huntsville and Anniston are 
the four contending cities for the state 
troops and but for the yellow fever scare 
Mobile would no doubt have been one of 
the places selected. While Mobile is one 
of the healthiest cities in the state and is 
300 or 400 miles from Tampa, there would 
be a feeling of unrest among the soldiers 
from the northern part of the state on ac- 
count of the close pruximity of the fever, 
which will greatly detravt from her 
chances in securing the encampment. 

Birmingham, it is belleved, will be one 
of the places and the contest will then be 
narrowed down between Huntsville and 
Anniston, with the chances in favor of 
Huntsville. The only objection that can 
be urged against Huntsville is want of 
trays ortation facilities, there being but 
one main line of raflroad leading there, 
and that running through the extreme 
northern portion of the state: Huntsville 
wants the soldiers and is making every 
effort to get them, and she generally gets 
what she goes after. 

Diphtheria in Montgomery. 

Diphtheria is prevailing here to an 
alarming extent and many families have 
left the town in order to save the chii- 
dren from the terrible disease. It hag be- 
come epidemic and not confined to any 
particular locality. The city council have 
called a meeting to take action in the 
matter and will no doubt have a thorough 
cleaning up of the town. 

Pensions for Veterans. 

Warrants from the auditor’s office were 
sent out yesterday to al] of the county 
pension examiners for their services as 
such, except the counties of Lamar, Mor- 
gan, St. Clair and Sumpter, and they have 
not sent in their accounts for services. 
The amount paid out yesterday was the 
sum of $24,228.

TALY’S NEW KING. 
SPEAKS TO PEOPLE 


Victor Emmanuel III Issues an 
Address to His Subjects, 


PRAISES HIS DEAD FATHER 


Assuming the Reins of Government, 
the New Ruler Promises To Do 
All He Can for Those 
Who Are Loyal to 
Him. 


Monza, August 3.—King Victor Emman- 
uel III has addressed the following pro- 
clamation to the Italian people: 


“The second king of Italy is dead. Es- 
caping, thanks to his valor as a soldier, 
the-danger of battle, and departing un- 
harmed, thanks to ovidence, from the 
risks he confronted so courageously to end 
public calamities, this good and virtuous 
king fell a victim to atrocious crime, 
while, with easy conscience and without 
fear of danger, he was participating in the 
joys of his people in their fetes. 

“It was not permitted to me to be 
present at the last breath of my father, 
but I understand my first duty to be to 
follow the counsels he left me and to imi- 
tate the virtues of the king and first citi- 
zen of Italy. 3 

“In this moment of profound sgdness 
I have to aid me the strength which comes 
from the examples of my august father 
and of that great king who deserves to 
be called the ‘father of his country.’ I 
have also as a support the strength which 
comes from the love and devotion of the 
Italian people for the king, whom they 
venerated and weep for. 

“There remain to us the institutions 
which he loyally preserved and which he 
attempted to render permanent during the 
twenty-two years of his reign. These in- 
stitutions are given to me as the sacred 
traditions of my house; and the warm love 
which Italians have for them, protected 
with a firm and energetic hand from as- 
sault or any violence from whatever 
source it comes, assures me. I am certain 
of the prosperity and grandeur of the 
It was the giory of my grand- 
father to have given Italy its unity and 
independence. t was the glory of my 
father to have jealously guarded this unity 
and this independence to the end. 

“My reign shall be outlined by these 
imperishable remembrances. May God 
aid me and may the love of my people 
fortify me, so that I may concentrate all 
my cares as a king to the guardianship of 
liberty and the defense of the monarchy 
united by indissoluble bonds for the su- 
preme interest of the country. 

“Italians, render your tribute of tears 
and honors to the sacred memory of 
Humbert of Savoy. You, in the bitter 
sorrow which has struck my house, have 
shown that you consider this sorrow as 
though it were that of each individual 
among you. 

“This solidity of thought and affection 
will always be the most certain bulwark 
of my reign and the best guarantee of 
the unity of the country, which unites in 
the august name of Rome, symbol of 
grandeur and pledge of integrity for Italy. 
Such are my hopes, such is my ambi- 
tion as citizen and as king.’’ 


The remains of King Humbert were to- 
day placed in a casket of walnut, covered 
with lead and glass in such a manner as 
to leave the face exposed. The ceremony 
which took place in the presence of the 
royal family, was very touching. Queen 
Margherita placed the Italian flag with 
the arms of the house of Savoy over the 
corpse. 

The municipality of Monza has pur- 
chased the ground on which the crime 
was committed in order to erect a monu- 
ment or a charitable institution. 


JERSEY’S GOVERNOR AT WORK. 


Déath of Humbert Causes Voorhees 
To Investigate. 

New York, August 3.—Governor Voor- 
hees admitted today at his home in Eliza- 
teth, N. J., that steps had been taken to 
investigate the allegations that the plot 
to kill King Humbert and other monarchs 
had been hatched in New Jersey. If the 
evidence can be procured, and there are 
still some of those concerned living in the 
state, they will ba prosecuted. The inves- 
tigation is not complete, and probably will 
rot be until information from Italy en- 
ables it to be conducted minutely. The 
governor does not consider the situation 
at either Paterson or West Hoboken as 
serious. He does not think the anarchists 
at either place would do anything locally 
that would bring them into prominence. 


ITALIAN TELIS OF THE PLOT.

New York, August 3.—There is a chance 
that much will be revealed to the author- 
ities relative to the alleged plotting of 
the anarchists at Paterson to kill the 
crowned heads of Europe.

Marcolli 
rushed upon him with a club and al- 
though Arretta tried to save his head, 
Marcolli hit him with the weapon and 
laid open the scalp. 


Arresting Suspects in Germany. 
Berlin, August 3.—The police throughout 
Germany are arresting anarchist sus- 
pects. Amcng them is Professor Stahly, 
an Italian who has recently lectured on 
the subject of the Mafia in south Ger- 
many. 


BRESCI WILL LEAVE THE ARMY 


Brother of Humbert’s Assassin 
Causes a Duel Between Officers. 
Milan, August 4.—Lieutenant Bresci, 
brother of King Humbert’s assassin, has 
informed the colonel of his regiment of 
his intention to leave the army and 
change his name. He will be provided 
with an appointment in the civil admin- 
istration. A duel with sabers has been 
fought between Captain Tani and Captain 
Bacciali on the subject of Lieutenant 
Bresci’s course. Captain Tani had ex- 
pressed sympathy with the lieutenant, 
whereupon Captain Bacciali declared that 
he could no longer offer his hand to 
Lieutenant Bresci. Baccialli was wounded 
in the head during the sixth onslaught. 


HE ADMITS HIS IDENTITY. 


Man Who Attempted To Slay Shah 
>> of Persia Now Known. 

Paris, August 3.—At th@ meeting of the 
cabinet this morning it was announced 
that the would-be assassin of Muzaer 
Ed-Din, shah of Persia, had given his 
name as Salson. A man of this name who 
had been regarded and watched as an an- 
archist disappeared from Paris in 18% and 
had not since been located. The discov- 
ery of Salson’s identity was made by 
means of the Bertillon system, his meas- 
urements agreeing with a card at police 
headquarters. When shown the card and 
photograph, the criminal said: 

**Yes, that is me.”’ 

His full name is Francois Salson. He 
is a Frenchman ’and was born in 1876. He 
was regarded as a dangerous anarchist, 
and in October, 1898, was condemned to 
three months’ imprisonment for preaching 
anarchy. In June, 1899, he was condemned 
to eight months’ imprisonment for a like 
offense. 

Salson was more communicative today 
and when an effort was made to interro- 
gate him he spoke freely of yesterday’s 
attempt and ventilated his anarchistic 
ideas, but when asked if he acted as the 
instrument of others he declined to an- 
swer, saying, however, that had he kiled 


the shah and escaped he would have kill- 
ed the czar. 

Further inquiries at the workingmen’s 
hotel, where Salson lived, brought to light 
the fact that he had been working at 
day labor until recently, when his work 
was finished. 

He was then unable to find new employ- 
ment and became more uncommunicative 
even than formerly, though still keeping 
regular hours. ~The last few days the 
question of existence was a difficult one 
for him. 

As a result of the attempt on the shah’s 
life the curioys crowd which surrounded 
the palace of sovereigns today was pre- 
vented from approaching the palace when 
the shah started for Vincennes, where a 
military review was held in his honor. An 
escort of dragoons surrounded the royal 
carriage. 

The shah seems the least coricerned of 
all over the effort to take his life and he 
has not curtailed the programme he had 
in view. 


Bresci Companion Placed. 


Rome, August 3.—The police believe that 
the man who was seen at Monza with 
Bresci is Leandre Icoli, of Briella, a miss- 
ing anarchist. Numerous workmen have 
begun to decorate the chamber where 
the remains of King Humbert will final- 
ly lie and they will continué night and 
day until the work is completed. 


Kruger Makes a Promise. 


Pretoria, August 3.—President Kruger 
and Commandant General Botha have 
issued a proclamation promising to pay

,Augusta People Desire Better Fire 


Equipments. 

Augusta, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Growing out of the increased rate of in- 
supance established in Augusta by the 
Southeastern Tariff Association, a confer- 
ence was held this afternoon by the local 
insurance men and the finance and fire 
engine committee of council. The insur- 
rance men presented to the committee 
of council the recommendations that have 
been made in recent annual reports by 
the chief of the fire department and not 
carried out by the city and assured them 
if these recommendations by Chief Rou- 
lette were carried out the increase in 
the insurance rates would be withdrawn.

In this 
matter, The Sun has evidently miktak- 
en the utterances of certain New Eng- 
land republicans for the outgivings of 
democracy. We venture to say that any 
pupil of a high school who has a clear 
understanding of the history of the 
republic would have no hesitation in 
denying that the simple acquisition of 
territory, whether by design or as the 
result of fortuitous circumstances, is 
“imperialistic.”” Yet this is what Mr. 
Hoar, Mr. Atkinson and other leading: 
New England republicans declared. 
They demanded the instant withdrawal 
of our troops and warships, they de- 
nounced the occupation of the islands 
by the United States aufhorities, and 
declared, up and down and all around, 
that the whole business was a crime 
against liberty, an attack upon our in- 
stitutions, and a dangerous blow at the 
integrity of the republic. 

This was the geclaration made 
against expansion by Senator Hoar and 
other republican leaders at a moment 
when it was impossible for the United 
States to evade its duties and responsi- 
bilities in the Philippines. Can The 
Sun put its finger on three democrats 
of considerable prominence who sym- 
pathized with the boisterous and blat- 
ant attitude of Hoar, Atkinson and 
others of that kidney? There are dem- 
ocrats who believed and who still be- 
lieve that expansion in the south seas 
is inexpedient, but they did not mis- 
take expansion for imperialism, and 
they know that the United States, af- 
er destroying the only stable govern-. 
ment the islands had ever known, were 
in duty bound to protect all the va- 
rious interests that had suddenly been 
deprived of the Spanish guarantee of 
peace and good order. 

The campaign of the republican antl-

only expansion, but the very essence 
and substance of the imperialistic pol- 
icy.

There is no lack of harmony on the 
question of imperialism among those 
who are supporting Mr. Bryan, The 
platform declaration embodies. the 
views of the rank and file as well as 
the leaders of the party. There is no 
democrat who believes in the policy 
of imperialism, or who is in favor of 
governing the inhabitants of the new 
territories as if the United States -were 
a monarchy and not a republic. Such a 
belief is inconsistent with the simplest 
and most elementary principles of de- 
mocracy, as set forth in the declaration 
of independence. . 

The Sun is trying hard, as all the 
republican organs are, to cover up the 
rea] policy of the syndicated adminis- 
tration by claiming that the democratic 
party is denouncing and opposing 
those results of the Spanish war that 
are to be traced to the hand of provi- 
dence. But the platform speaks for it- 
self, and that which is opposed and de- 
nounced is the purpose of the republi- 
can party to govern the inhabitants of 
the new territories as if they were the 
vassal subjects of a monarchy.

WHERE THE COLONELS LIVE 


The use of military titles in the south 
is so general that it at first puzzles and 
then amuses strangers. 

Georgia is noted for her large number 
of titled citizens and it is unusual to 
meet a respectable person in this state 
who is a plain ‘‘Mr.” 

There are generals, colonels, majors and 
captains who never saw service, and 
there are also judges, professors, doctors 
and ‘squires who are neither professional 
men nor landed gentfemen. 

Travelers sometimes speak of Georgia 
as “the state where the colonels live,” 
and they are not far wrong. While it is 
true that there are many veterans here, 
it is also a fact that a long established 
custom has caused the people to confer 
titles upon all of their neighbors who 
stand well in the community. 

Sometimes there is an exceptional case. 
Many years ago, when the late Alexander 
H. Stephens was a very. young man, he 
went to one of the counties on the coast 
to teach school. 

He was at that time very youthful in 
appearance and so delicate that his 
weight was not over 100 pounds. His 
studious habit8, dignified reserve and 
known ability impressed those who met 
him. but the rich planters and their as- 
sociates felt some embarrassment in ad- 
dressing him. 

One day when several prominent per- 
sons were assembled at a country man- 
sion the conversation turned upon the 
new teacher. 

“T hardly know how to greet him,” re- 
marked the general. “I can’t give him 4 
military title, for he looks like a boy 
just out of a hospital.” 

“The matter has bothered me,” sald 
the judge. “He is so youthful, fragile 
and utterly unlike any other human be- 
ing in appearance that I don’t know what 
to call him.’’ 

‘Well, I call him Aleck,” said an old 
planter, “but I am old enough to be his 
grandfather, and I can take the liberty.’’ 

Another member of the group remarked 
that he generally addressed the teacher 
as “my son.”’ 

A bright-eyed little girl, who was an 
interested Hstener, edged her way. to the 
general and leaning on his knee took 
part in the discussion. 

“Don’t you all think that he is nice 
and smart and good?” she asked. 

Everybody answered in the affirmative 
and said something complimentary. 

‘Don’t you think him wiser and hetter 
than most folks?’’ she continued.

zens. Within a month or so the place was 
too small to accommodate all the children 
brought there every morning; and many 
@ poor woman of the quarter who had pre- 
viously refused employment of any sort 
because she could not leave her babies 
alone, confided her HUttle one to the 
“Creche” and went out regularly to her 
daily work, 

It was not long before the city authori- 
ties and public spirited citizens generally 
came to realize the vast benefits accru- 
ing to the community from the new in- 
stitution. Similar houses were establish- 
ed all over Paris and throughout France, 
and found ardent ixijjtators in all the 
countries of the world. In this year of 
grace, therefore, the Creche must be re- 
garded as one of the most useful and 
important forms of charity known in 
civilized lands. 

The exhibit shown at the exposition, 
under the auspices of the ministry of the 
interior, tells the whole history and gen- 
eral lesson of the Creche in a most in- 
teresting fashion. If you want to learn 
the entire system you are not obliged to 
ask any one for information. All you 
have to do is to look around. You will 
find a number of the best erganized 
Creches in the world in miniatute mod- 
els. They illustrate the procedure from 
beginning to end. You see a neat look- 
ing building, such as is to be found in 
many a Paris street, with its name indi- 
cated by a big plaque on the facade. You 
see a woman “of the people’’approaching, 
You see 
her enter the vestibule, hand the little 
samplé of humanity to a white bonneted 
sister, and get a number in return. You 
See the happy young mother turn and 
hurry away from the building to the em- 
ployment that calls her, while the sister, 
fondling the infant lovingly in her arms, 
carries it to the dormitory, where it is 
placed in a crib numbered to correspond 
to the ticket given the mother. 

Further on you see the Httle ones at 
play with toys and more of other things 
to amuse them than would ever fall to 
their infant lot In the homes from which 
they have been brought. Another scene 
shows the children enjoying a repast of 
hot soup or gruel, and still another de- 
picts a tiny tot in the infirmary depart- 
ment receiving the care of a physician 
and the nurses, and watched over with 
as much solicitude as if it were a king’s 
— of a poor working woman’s 

You pursue your inspection of the ob- 
ject lesson, and next behold the mother, 
at the end of her day’s work, returning 
for her child, finding the little one happy 
and healthy, “and starting home with the 
infant clasped in her arms, a picture of 
na love, gentleness and happi- 


These are some of the things, but not 
all, illustrated by the Creche exhibit. As 
a whole, it is extremely interesting from 
the various phases it shows of universal 
infancy, past and present. It gives the 
visitor a peep at babyhood in the remot- 
est corners of the civilized and barbaric 
world. It shows how the future man is 
hampered or helped by the conditions that 
surround the first months of existence ifn 
different lands. It tells a pathetic story of 
infant deprivations among the very poor 
of various countries, and then lets the 
visitor draw his own deductions of the 
benefits conferred on humanity by the 
Creche, 

This comparison is accentuated hy two 
life-like figures in the exhibit. They rep- 
resent two mothers of the same humble 
social scale. One refuses to let her half- 
starved infant leave her for an fnstant. 
but clutches the babv in her thin arms 
as she stands shivering in a snowstorm. 
heggine with an out-stretched palm of 
nassersby. The other figure represents the 
working woman returning to her comfort- 
able home with her laughing-faced baby 
that has been cared for at the Greche 
while she was at work.

It was the part of the exposition re- 
served for the exhibit of the ministry of 
the interior, In the particular department 
known as “Public Help.” A large portion 
of the section was devoted to the display 
of the famous French institution known 
as the “Creche.” It was to-this part that 
the Parisian led his American friend. 
“Look around here,” he said, “and you 
will find that the French are not always 
thinking exclusively of amusing them- 
selves.”’ 

He was right. The exhibit displayed a 
line of charity that originated in France 
and has been imttated generally through- 
out the world, but nowhere else has at- 
tained the perfection that characterizes 
its development in France. , 

The “Creche’’ wags founded in 1 its 
originator being Firmin Marbeau, an 
nent French publicist and philanthropist, 
who, as the result of long years of study 
of social problems, concluded that there 
was urgent need in the community of itm- 
proved facilities for the rearing of the 
children of the poor. He was convinced 
that the abandonment of infants by their 
mothers, an evil that was shown by sta- 
tistics to be alarmingly general through- 
out the country, was the direct conse- 
quence of the fact that the working 
classes were usually unable to give the 
required attention to their offspring. The 
crime of infanticide wag alsq believed to 
be largely traceable to the absence of 
public provision for the care of the chil- 
dren of the poor. What was needed, he 
felt. was an institution to supplant, itn a 
way, the overcrowded foundling asylums 
—one that would relieve the poor mother 
from the necessity of surrendering the 
custody and rearing of her chila to 
strangers.

this work must necessitate the woman’s 
leaving her home for certain hours every 
day; she must be resnectable and honest: 
the child must net be under 15 months. 
not over three vears: the child must have 
no contagious disease, and must either be 
vaccinated before entering or while in the 
institute: the mother must bring and 
take awav the child herself. and must 
visit the Creche twice a day to suckle the 
infant until it Is weaned: the child must 
be clean and neatly dressed: and the 
parent must pay a small daily sum for 
its care. 

That is all. If those conditions are 
complied with any working mother, for 
only a mite, can provide her infant with 
care and maintenance that physfologists 
declare has already worked wonders to- 
ward the phvsical and moral improve- 
ment of the race since Creches have been 
in existence. 


How different it must have been with 
the poor before Firmin Marbeau devised 
this great charity! That is a_ thought 
that comes to every one who visits the 
exhibit. The answer to the conjecture 
is right there before one’s eyes. It is 
a significant. pathetic ficture. You are 
carried pividly back to the olden times 
by a stage-setting representing some 
phases of poverty three or four centuries 
ago. Right before you stands the facade 
of a twelfth century church. It is the 
night-time, and the big doors of the 
church are shut. Beside the closed doors, 
on the steps of the church, is a stone 
crib, and.in the crib is a sleeping baby. 
The infant has been carried there in the 
shadow of the darkness by some unhap- 
py mother, who, realizing herself too 
poor to care for it had kissed the child 
a final goodby, then placed it in the 
foundling cradle to be cared for by 
charity, to be brought up by the parish 
and to be a stranger to her ever after. 

You. fill out the other pitiful details 
for yourself, beginning with the heart- 
broken mother hurrying back to her deso- 
late home, But since your imagination 
cannot supply all details, the history of 
another phase of the foundling’s Iliffe is 
outlined in an adjoining tableau, which 
represents the interior of a hospital of 
those days, showing how the poor of all 
ages were treated in the same comfort- 
less ward.

The attorneys of the road notified Gen- . 


eral Wright yesterday that they had for- 
warded by mail the name of the person 
to represent them o6n the arbitration 
board. The communication will not come 
to the comptroller’s hand until this morn- 
ing, but in_the meantime General Wright 


}appointed Hon. Pope Brown, of Pulaski, 


the new member of the railroad commis- 
sion to represent the state in the arbi- 
tration. 

The difference between what the state 
authorities think is the full value of the 
roadbeds of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, the Charleston and Savannah, 
and the Brunswick and Western, all of 
which are component parts of the Plant 
system, amounts to several thousand dol- 
lars more than the estimate of the road. 
The difference in taxation is so large 
that the Plant system proposes to make 
a fight rather than come to the state’s 
figures. 

There has been no reassessment of 
the roadbed of the Savarinah, Florida 
and Western, Brunswick and Western 
and Charleston and Savannah since 1890. 
Comptroller General Wright claims that 
in that time the property has greatly in- 
creased in desirability and value, and his 
assessment, he claims, represents as near 
as possible what the roadbed {s worth. 
The line of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western was returned by the road some 
weeks ago at $8,500 a mile. This estimate 
was raised by the state to $10,000 a mile. 
The Brunswick and Western roadbed was 
returned at $4500 a mile, and this was 
incréased to $8,000. 

The ultimatum of the state was for- 
warded to the Plant system twenty days 
ago, and under the law if the assess- 
ment was not accepted or rejected in 
those twenty days, it should stand as the 
state had fixed it. 

Today was the last day left the Plant 
system in which to make reply and thé 
answer came late yesterday afternoon. 

Commissioner Pope Brown, who is to 
represent the state, and the representa- 
tive of the Plant system, will probably 
meet in the next few days for the pur- 
pose of beginning their work. In as- 
session the property of the three lines 
they are allowed indefinite time, and if 
they fail to agree on a figure the law 
provides that they shall elect a second 
arbitrator. If they fail to elect the third 
member after the expiration of thirty 
days, then the governor will be called on 
to appoint two arbitrators to whom -the 
facts shall be submitted. 

From all indications the Plant system 
wil] make a hard fight to retain the val- 
uation which has been recognized on its 
roadbed for a number of years past.

THE PASSING THRONG.

There has been abundant evidence in 
the past week that what was regarded at 
the time of the Kansas City convention 
as well nigh impossible has been prought 
about in New York state. What has been 
brought about, apparently without much 
difficulty afterall, is the Hill-Croker 
combination, without which the national 
leaders said from the start that New 
York was hardly fighting ground. 

Through the influence and earnest ef- 
fort of Chairman J. KR. Jones, Vice Chair- 
man Stone, of Missouri, and Committee- 
man Woodson, of Kentucky, who con- 
sulteg on several occasions last week 
with Croker and ex-Senator Murphy, an 
agreement has been reached whereby the 
Hill and Croker factiong are to stand 
shoulder to shoulder -for the national 
ticket. This alliance; which is reported 
to have been made in goad faith by both 
parties, does not apply, of course, to the 
state or city campaign. Ex-Senator Hill 
is understood to have proposed a common 
ground on which the factions could meet; 
the proposition contemplating the aban- 
donment of the name of Norman Mack, 
of Buffalo, for the nomination as govoer- 
nor, and to this Tammany, which !s re- 
sponsible for Mack’s tentative candidacy, 
would not agree. 

However far apart Hil] and Croker may 
still be as to state affairs, the agreement 
to come to Bryan’s support is taken to 
mean that the democratic nominee will 
poll the full democratic vote of New 
York and thereby stand a good chance of 
throwing that state’s thirty-six votes 'n- 
to the democratic column.

Rev. T. E. Betterton, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church of Deeatur, Ga., who 
returned recently from 4 visit to Chicago, 
talks in an interesting manner of the 
educational strides made recently in the 
Windy City.

There aré here today, 
gathered from almost every state in the 
union and from many foreign countries, 
more than 2,000 teachers spending their 
vacation and their hard-earned salaries 
preparing themselves to do better work 
in the schoolroom and colleges. 

“The fact that the University of “hica- 
gO spends more than $100,000 in Instruc- 
tion during the summer months will ex- 
Plain why so many teachers journey 
hither from every part of the country. 
The amount spent by this institution for 
these three months’ instruction is greater 
than the combined annual income of 
every first-class college ‘'n Georgia. 

“Perhaps the annual incoma of this one 
university is larger than the aggregate 
income of all the collages !n any three or 
four of our southern states. Some of our 
educators of the south look with appre- 
hension upon the tendency of southern 
students to seek the northern colleges 
for strictly first-class college instruction, 
but until we have beiter equipped insti- 
tutions in the south thé number of south: 
ern students attending northern co'leges 
will continue to inerease. 

“During the present quarter more than 
2) different courses of instruction are 
open to the students in the -ifferent de- 
partments of the university. Such a bill 
of fare held out from vear to year to the 
gstucents of America will not fal! to fill 
these halls with matriculater. 

“This summer many teachers from the 
south have matriculated. Texas léads with 
ninety and Georgia follows with seventy. 
Great credit is due these young men and 
‘women who are depriving themselves of 
vacation rest and using their means to 
better fit themselves *o* the work of the 
schoolroom. The work of teaching in our 
common and high schools is rapidly be- 
coming a distinct profess'on. The day is 
wel] nigh passed when teaching will be 
engaged in by young men as a stepping 
stone to other callings. 

“We doubt the moral right of any man 
or womapr’to teach who, to some extent, 
is not pursuing the vocation as a lilfe 
work: at least the teacher who is pursu- 
ing his work as a life calling ought al- 
ways to be employed in preference to him 
who is using it s{mply asa akeshift. 

“It is with pride that we notice that 
the students from the south stand well 
at this great seat of learningiand none are 
more gladly received than the Georgia 
students Five years ago there were hut 
several teachers here from Georgia. The 
large increase from year to year has been 
mainly due to the efforts of Professor M. 
M. Parks, of the Boys’ High school, Sa- 
vannah, Ga.”

Man Who Killed his Wife Must 
Pay Penalty, 


HE SHOT HER WITH A GUN 


Declared the Shooting Was Purely a 
Matter of Accident 


CONVICTED AT HIS FIRST TRIAL 


Supreme Cout Recently Sustained 
the Verdict of the Lower Court. 
Sharpe Shed Tears When 
He Was Resen- 
tenced. 


Hiram Sharpe is to hang on August 28th. 
The DeKalb county man who shot his 
wife to death at the homie of her mother 
near Lithonia on December 6th of last 
year, is to pay the penalty of his crime 


upon the little gallows in the jail yard at | 


Decatur, 

Sharpe was re-sentenced to hang by 
Judge John 8. Candler at § o’clock last 
Thursday afternoon at the courthouse at 
Decatur. The condemned man was com- 
pietely unnerved and after hearing the 
words that pronounced his doom he sat 
down and cried like a child. 

He was considerably paler than .the day 
when he sat in the same courtroom and 
heard the words of the jury that found 
him guilty of murder tn the first degree, 
with no recommendation to the court, 
which might in some way have lightened 
the burden that rested upon his shoulders. 

A heavy beard almost concealed his 
features. He was nervous, the confiné- 
ment in jail having told upon him. He 
was turned over to Sheriff Talley, of De- 
Kalb county, who will place the neces- 
sary guard over him until the day of the 
execution. Sharpe will be hanged on 
Tuesday between the hours of 11 o’clock 
in the morning and 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

Sharpe’s attorneys were Hooper Alex- 
ander, of Decatur, and R. W. Milner, of 
Lithonia. They made a hard fight for 
their client. 

Something of the Case. 

Sharpe was tried and convicted March 
17th last in the DeKalb county superior 
court at Decatur and wag then sentenced 
to be hanged on April 9th. His attorneys 
moved for a new trial, but it was denied 
and the case was then taken to the su- 
preme court. 

That tribunal recently affirmed the ver- 
dict of the lower court and on Thursday 
the finding was made that of the superior 
court. Judge Candler then passed sen- 
tence. 

When the killing of Mrs. Sharpe oc- 
curred she and her husband were not liv- 
ing together, she being at the home of 
her mother. Both women occupied a 
small cabin a few miles from Lithonia in 
that part of the county known as Arabia. 

On the morning of December 6th Sharpe 
went to the home of his mother-in-law 
armed with a shotgun. He abused both 
women, it was said, and then jerked his 
wife ingo the yard. Mrs, Sharpe’s mother 
ran out of the house toward her daughter 
end then Sharpe fired one barre} of his 
. at them, both being struck with the 
shot. 

The older woman ran back into the 
cabin and Sharpe’s wife followed. The 
remaining barrel of the gun was fired and 
Mrs. Sharpe fell dead in the cabin door- 
way, That was the story of the shooting 
as told by the dead woman's mother, who 
was the only other eye-witness of the 
shooting. 

Sharpe declared the killing was purely 
accidental and that the gun went off 
when his mother-in-law ran after him 
and his wife as they started away from 
the house. 


SPARROW PRISONER 
AT COURTHOUSE 


A prisoner was yesterday ewsend 
from the superior courtroom by one of 
the attaches of the sheriff's office. The 
prisoner had secreted himself in one of 
the jury rooms, which are on either side 
of the courtroom. 

It had been in this room for several 
days and appeared to be famished. The 
escape after being liberated was made 
from a window. The fact that it had 
until yesterday remained undiscovered 
was considered remarkable, in view of 
the fact that people are passing through 
the courtroom at all hours of the day. 

Alvin Cox, son of James E. Cox, of the 
sheriff's office, happened to be in the jury 
room, when his attention was attracted 
by a peculiar noise at one end of the 
apartment. A searching investigation 
was immediately made and the prisoner 
was discovered. 

It was a small English sparrow that 
had been imprisoned between the sashes 
of one of the large windows. Evidently 
the bird had been searching for a place 
to build a nest and had worked its way 
between the two panes. Some one proba- 
bly had then pulled down one of the 
sashes and the sparrow was a prisoner. 

That may have been several days ago. 
It had beat against the glass until com- 
pletely worn out, while lack of food and 
water had reduced it to almost a skele- 
ton. Young Cox’s father haphened to be 
passing and his son called his attention 
to the imprisoned bird. Father and son 
then set to work to liberate the panting 
sparrow. 

This was soon accomplished. The bird 
was completely cowed and made no effort 
to fly from the hand that held ft. The

Colonel Pike Hill, one of Atlanta’s best 
known citizens, died yesterday afternoon. 
He had been in feeble health for years, 
and death was not unexpected. He pass- 
ed quietly away at his home, 470 White- 
hall street, his family and triends around 


For seventy-six years this well-known 
pian had figured prominently. He was @& 
yemarkable child, and it has been said of 
him that the ‘great men” in the neigh- 
porhood where he was born predicted 

things for him before he knew the 
difference between success and failure. 

Daniel Pike Hill was born in EKatonton, 
Putnam county, Georgia, on the 18th day 
of July, 1642. When he was approaching 
young manhood he took up the study of 
jew, and was admit-ed to the bar, 

He married Miss Cordelia Crook, daugh- 
ter of Major Osburn Crook, and a direct 
descendant of an old Virginia family, at 
Hamilton, in Harris county, Georgia, on 


January 4, 149. After the marriage the 


young couple left immediately for La- 
fayette, Ala., where they resided with the 
groom's father for a year. Then they 
returned to Hamilton, where Colonel Hill 
embarked in the practice of law. 

During the decade which immediately 

the outbreak of the war between 
the states Colonel Hill was one of the 
most potential factors in Georgia state 
politics. 

He represented Harris county in the 
legislature, and later moved to Albany, 
and after seven months’ residence in that 
eity represented Doughe-ty county in the 
state legislature. 

He served his district for four years in 
the state senate, in addition to holding 
cther places of trust and honor. He was 
a member of the secession convention 
which met in 1861, and was a member of 
the committee which drafted the ordinance 
of secession. Subsequently he was sent 
as a commissioner to Arkansas to urge 
the people of that state to join with the 
confederacy. He remained in Arkansas 
three months, and was eventually success- 
ful in the object of his visit. When the 
war came on he entered the Thirty-first 
Georgia regiment, and ws soon after- 
wards elected lieutenant colonel. At the 
close of the war he removed from Hamil- 
ton to Dougherty, and then it was he was 
chosen to represent that county in the 
legislature. 

_ In 1867 Colonel Hill moved to Atlanta, 
where he successfully practiced law. He 
Was chosen as a state delegate from 


“@etrgia to represent his district in the 


democratic convention held in New York 
Which nominated Seymour and Blair for 


the national ticket. 


He practiced law in Atlanta until] 18M. 
During that year he began to fail in 
health, and found it necessary to with- 
draw from the activity of his profession. 
Moving to Dallas, Ga., he remained there 
until 1891, when he moved to East Point, 
Ga. There he remained until November 
188, when he returned to Atlanta for tHe \ 
purpose of spending his declining years 
Where he achieved his greatest victories 
&t the bar.

THEORY BEING WELL WORKED 


Police Now Satisfied That Death of 
European Ruler Was Decreed 
and jArranged by| Anar- 
chists in Paterson, 

New Jersey. 


New York, August 3.—-The Herald to- 
morrow will publish the following: 

In the possession cf the police and of 
the Italian authorities is evidence which 
the investigators regard as indisputable 
proof of the formation here and in Pater- 
son, N. J., of a gigantic plot against the 
lives of the crowned heads of the world. 
Various shreds end patches of proof were 
gathered yesterday which indicate that 
the original fabric woven by the master 
weaver was intricate and subtle. The 
anarchists suspected of having gone to 
Slays the king of Italy, his queen and oth- 
ers. went by various routes, as the books 
of the various steamship companies show. 

The Italian government, through its 
consul general, yesterday cbtained pos- 
session of the books of the French line. 
It is said the books reveal the fact that 
Quintavalli sailed from this country. 
Bresci, it was supposed, obtained passage 
on a White Star liner. A note received 
yesterday from Chevalier Louis V. Fu- 
gazy, of this city, says that he did not 
sell the ticket to Bresci, as an examina- 
tion of his books will show. The women, 
Labelle Therese, believed to have been 
the accomplice of Bresci, sailed last May 
with him. The Italian secret agents are 
said to have found the exact day on 
which these two left these shores.

Those who went later to the scene of 
the crime were believed to be Antonio 
Lana, the baker, and Sassi, the student. 
It was learned yesterday that Matteo 
Sassi sailed for Naples on July 7th from 
Hoboken, on the North. German Lloyd 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm II. His ticket 
was purchased from Cesare Contia, a 
well-known agent. Sassi is described in 
the books of the company as being twen- 
ty-five years old. He appeared in the 
Italian quarter with Labelle Theresa and 
then when Bresci apparently laid siege 
to the affections of the fair and fickle 
queen of the reds the student was not 
seen again. He seems to have been in 
the company which went on its mission 
of murder to the shores of the old world. 
On the same steamer was Antonio ‘‘La- 
ma,’’ who may have been Antonio Lana, 
the baker a the other side as 
the accomplice of the assassin and known 
here as an anarchist of the most ardent 
hue. His friends say that he sailed from 
this port about May 15th. He disap- 
peared from his familiar haunts about 
that time, at least. On the same sté4mer 
was Raffaelo Lama. In this personally 
conducted excursion, of course, Enrico 
Malatesta is credited with being the man- 
aging director. Reports yesterday from 
Cincinnati tell of an effort of Malatesta 
to get a man to go from that city to 
kill the Italian king. He did not find 
the willing tool there, but here, within 
a few miles of New York, he discovered 
a man willing to do the bidding of the 
arch conspirator. In the city of New 
York he found Lana, the baker, and 
Labelle Theresa, whose records were 
yesterday looked up by the _ Italian 
agents. He sent them across the seas 
by various steamers and with instruc- 
tions which meant death to the heads 
which wore European crowns. 

It was found yesterday that the woman 
known as Labelle Theresa was once ma-- 
ried to a man named Brugnoti, a maker 
of macaroni. The name Ighina, by which 
the woman was generally known, was her 
maiden name. She had a daughter, Ida, 
from whom the police yesterday were 
seeking to get some information concern- 
ing the departure of her mother ior 
Italy. Labelle Theresa is gone. 

The wéman arrested in Italy as Bresct’s 
accomplice is tall and had brown hair. 
Labelle Theresa was both tall and fair- 
haired. This is unusual for an Italian 
woman. She is about thirty-twe years 
old. She had been in gompany with 
Bresei and disappeared when Bresci bade 
coodby to his friends tn Paterson. 

Antonio Lana, who was often seen 
about Paterson, has also, disappeared. 


Bresci Predicted Humbert’s Death. 

New York, August 3.—Alexandero Ru- 
biotti has written a letter to Captain 
Walter Busher, of the West Hoboken 
police, stating that he had been. perse- 
cuted by the anarchists because he had 
displayed an Italian flag, and also that 
he knew Bresci, the assassin of King 
Humbert, personally. Rubiottt said when 
he met Gaetano Bresci, the slayer of 
King Humbert, in Hoboken, one day 
Bresci said there would be black crepe 
on his door before long and also soon 
there would be no occasion for placing 
the coat of arms of the house of Savoy 
in the Italian flag.

DEMAND FOR PUNISHMENT. 


Foreigners Anxious To See the Chi- 
nese Dealt With. 

Che Foo, July 29, via Shanghai, August 

2.—Public opinion and the foreign press 

at the treaty ports are alarmed at the 


possibility that the Chinese may prevail 
upon the powers to consent to the estab- 
lishment of peace without inflicting pun- 
ishment befitting the Chinese govern- 
ment’s crime. Officials, persons engaged 
in commercial pursuits and missionaries 
of all nationalities are remarkably unit- 
ed. They believe Pekin should be de- 
stroyed as an object lesson, and that if 
the dynasty is continued, it should be 
forced to establish the capital at somé 
accessible city, the Americans suggesting 
Nankin. This is considered important, 
as the Chinese always believed that 
China defeated the powers in 1860 because 
the capital remained intact. It is also 
thought that guarantees to prevent exces- 
sive armament should be demanded and 


that China should be compelled, publicly ; 


and definitely, to renounce fhe fiction 
that the foreign mintsters are representa- 
tives of tributary powers. There. is a 
strong demand for universal punishment.

TRADE CONDITIONS 
IN BUYERS’ FAVOR 


General Fall Demand, Though Far Be- 
low a Year Ago. 


FAILURES MORE NUMEROUS 


Bank Clearings Are at Lowest for 
‘Two Years Past. 


THE CROP SITUATION IS BETTER 


Cotton Lower on Improved Crop Out- 
look—Cereals Are All Lower. 
Iron and Steel Lower. , 


New York, August 3.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will sav: 

Trade conditions still favor tre buyer; gen- 
eral fall demand, though fair in view of mid- 
summer conditions, is still below expectations 
and below a year ago; bank clearings are at 
the lowest for two years past, and failures are 
slightly more numerous, though no marked 
tendencies,are preceptible. On the other hand, 
grcss railway earnings hold the percentage of 
gain previously shown, and where prices are 
made low enough to ‘atisfy buyers a heavy 
business is uncovered and readily booked, 
pointing to demand being still ‘present and 
awaiting disposal. 

The crop situation as a whole is better, the 
ottlook’as to corn is for a 2,100,000,000 bush- 
el crop, spring wheat is turning out better 
in quality and quantity than expected and 
there has been an unquestionable improve- 
ment in cotton crop conditions. The agp of 
aprles will be the largest for many years, and 
{rvits generally are yielding liberally and com- 
manding good prices. 

The iron and steel industry furnishes the 
most notable example of reduced prices induc- 
ing a heavy business, and while the out- 
look is still a confused one, the volume of trade 
in finished material, notably bars and plates, 
is very large. Foundry pig iron has been in 
better demand, but at concessions, and the 
drift ‘of crude prices generally is toward a 
lower level. More export_inquiry Is reported 
for rails at the west and for iron at the south, 
but ship room scarcity obstructs business. 

Textile demand is still uncertain, the fu- 
ture of prices not being clearly outlined. In 
ectton goods some irregularity is noted. The 
raw material is lower on a fuller realizing that 
the crop outlook has improved and that high 
prices are a check to demand. Wide sheet- 
ings have been marked down in price this 
veek, and while the Fall River committee 
prices of print cloths are insisted upon, a shad- 
ing in these goods is reported at other eastern 
centers. 

The cereals are all lower this week, partly 
on better crop reports, partly on lower cables, 
but largely on the growth of bearish feeling 
after the late reaction. 

Beef products are generally higher on army 
derr and. 

Alone of the metals lead is actually higher 
on improved demand, while tin is seeking a 
lower level in sympathy with foreign markets 
and increased supplies.

sponding week of 1899, 4,111,312 in i898,

Dun’s Review. 


New York, August 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say: 

It is often hard to read encouraging symp- 
tcms of general business in declining prices of 
commodities, but just now it is reasomable to 
look for them. Some raw materials and some 
ménufactured products one stage removed 
from the raw are selling at lower prices than 
at any time since last year’s advance set in, 
but .there is confidence among buyers that the 
dcwnward swing is nearly over, pyhile sel- 
lers are adopting a cautious polity, which 
until recently characterized the attitude of 
buyers. 

Iron and steel markets were startled by re- 
ports of sales of steel bars at 90c per 100, 
but-businéss at the same time was the largest 
in months at Chicago on a basis of about 
1.25. Increasing demand for bar iron from 
makers of agricultural implements and car 
butiders was a feature, contracts placed being 
estimated at 110,000 tons in bars and plates. 
The trade believes that orders will increase 
as the season advances, and that total needs 
of iron consumers will compare well with 
last year. Heavy bids appedr for foundry 
iron, buyers being uneasy, with output reduc- 
ing and selling prices of many descriptions ap- 
proximating cost. Export orders i ease, and 
makers do not fully accept reports cf pur- 
chases of foreign rails for delivery itn the south. 
Some traders are not satisfied with the result 
of the Chicago conference, pointing to the re- 
port of production of pig iron in the first half 
of the year, exceeding all records, and con- 
trasting it with recent dull markets. 

Copper exports in July are estimated at 
10,661 tons, against 7,150 in 1899 and the 
amcunt coming into sight in the last half of 
the year for home consumption is only 65,025 
tons, a decrease of 19.467 tons. 

The foreign demand for bituminous coal is 
heavy, but producers hesitate to contract ship- 
ments while prices tend upwards. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from Boston 
were 72,348 CASES, against 68,308 last week, 
but a year ago were 108,045. The present 
movement is more in specialties, and trade in 
staple lines remains dull, many shops working 
about one-third capacity. 

Leather is weaker, some lines declining a 
cent, but there is more activity. 

While prices are above the 1899 opening in 
wcolens, they are materially below figures 
reached last season. The wool market has 
been more active,- but the average of 100 quo- 
ne on August was slightly lower at 


Wide sheetings are reduced 15’°to 20 per 
cent, but the decline attracts more business.

LIVERPOOL CLOSED FRACTION UP 


Corn Was Weak, Principally on the 
Small Demand, Closing 3-8 to 
5-8c Lower—Oats Gained 
1-8c—Yellow Fever 
Scared Provisions. 


Chicago, August 3.—Wheat was heavy today 
on heavy primary receipts, but closed at an 
advance of %c. The advance on the whole 
was a narrow one. Corn was weak, principally 
on the small demand, closing %@%c higher. 
Oats gained %c. Yellow fever reports sealed 
provision prices, pork declining 1I5c, lard 2% 
@5c and ribs 5¢W ic. 

Wheat opened with buyers in the majority. 
Liverpool reported an advance of %d in the 
prices there. Local priceg declined a cent 
yesterday and naturally had considerable ef- 
fect. There was a good deal of covering by 
yesterday’s sellers at the opening and buying 
by professional longs. September opened at 
75%@75%c, compared with yesterday’s closing 
price of 74%@74%c.

Increase in St. Paul’s Barnings the 
Favorable Influence. 


TONE OF MARKET WAS FIRM 


It Approached to Positive Strength 
‘ . at Times. 


A POINT OR MORE TO GOOD AT HIGHEST 


Prospect of Heavy Gain in Cash in 
Bank Caused Money To Show 
Easy Tone.. 


New York, August 3.—Sugar, Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit, Baltimore and Ohio and Union Pacific 
fell somewhat into the background today. An 
effort was made by the traders to bring for- 
ward some of the other railroad stocks to 
take the place of these recent favorites. These 
did not avail to fill up the gap left by the 
quietude of mercurial specialties, but the day's 
dealings had an appearance of rather better 
distribution as a result of these new elements 
of activity and the general tone of the market 
was firm and approached to positive strength 
at times. The center of this strength was 
the granger group, which was favorably af- 
fected by the show of increased earnings for 
the fourth week in July by the St. Paul sys- 
tem. The showing was particularly effective 
because it compared with a very high level of 
earnings last year, and because St. Paul has 
rather been looked upon as the leader of the 
reactionary tendency in railroad earnings incl- 
dent to the falling off in general business 
There was no special feature of trafic to ex- 
plain the recovery, which contracts with a 
decrease for each of the earlier weeks of 
the month. It is attributed to a general 
merchandise traffic. There was a renewed 
effort also to advance Union Pacific, which met 
with some success. At the high level, the 
grangers, Pacifics and Southwesterns were gen- 
erally a point or more to the good. The move- 
ment was directed in part against the short 
interest, and when it had covered the market 
lapsed into semi-stagnation and drooped lower. 
The traders made something of the large in- 
crease !n cash in prospect in tomorrow's bank 
statement. The sub-treasury has yielded to 
the banks this week on routine operations 
$2,814,000. The receipts from the interior 
are known to have been heavy, and are esti- 
mated to be sufficient to bring the.total gain 
up to more than $5,000,000.

When cold, add the juice of two lemons 
and freeze to the consistency of mush 
Then add one cupful of cream, whipped 
stiff. Pour into the pineapple shell, heap- 
ing it lightly cn top, then set the shell in 
the can of the freezer or any pail of suf- 
ficient size which is tightly covered. Bury 
in ice and salt for an hovr., 

FROZEN PUNCH. 

Among frozen dainties there is nothing 
better than the punch described. Peel six 
oranges and two lemons, squeezing out all 
the juice of each one, Add ene gill of rym, 
half a gill of brandy and one pound of pul- 
verized sugar, stirring until the sugar {1s 
dissolved. Then add one pint of water 
and half a pint of champagne. Pour 
the whole in the freezer and stir siowly 
and steady until it becomes as thick &s 
soft mush. Then remove the dasher and 
stand away for two hours. Serve in 
glasses.

RAILROADS FIGHT 
TICKET SCALPERS | 


Tickets Are Confiscated and Fare 
Demanded. 


SEVERAL TAKEN UP HERE 


Persons Buying Tickets from Scalp- 


ers Liable to Loss. 


SOME RAILWAY NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Southern Will Run G. A. BR. Special 
to Chicago—Appointment of 
Morton Plant a Surprise. 


Railroad officials in Atlanta are waging 
a vigorous war against the scalpers. 
Hardly a day passes that some vigilant 
conductor or passenger official does not 
“lift” ’ transportation that has been 
purchased from a _ ticket  scalper’s 
office, The worthless tickets are 
confiscated by the railroad people and 
the purchaser has no redress, unless he 
Can overawe or otherwise induce the 
scalper to return the amount paid him 
for the tickets. 

The courts have declared that the rail- 
roads have a right to confiscate all such 
tickets when presented by passengers. 
Any person who tries to ride on any of 
the trains going out of-Atlanta on a tick- 
et purchased from a scalper may expect 
to have his ticket confiscated and the 
full cash fare demanded by the conductor. 
If the passenger refuses to pay his fare, 
he may, in accordance with a decision re- 
cently rendered by Justice Little, be 
ejected from the train. 

Somg pathetic scenes have been en- 
acted at the union station since the pas- 
senger officials began to wage war vigor- 
ously. One day this week an unprotected 
and ignorant woman who was on her 
Way west bought from a scalper a ticket 
to Dallas, Tex., paying him $20.60. The 
regular rate ts $24. She was entirely in- 
nocent of any effort to deceive or defraud 
the railroad company. Her ticket was 
seen by a railroad official before she 
got on the train and she was told that it 
was worthless. She broke down and 
wept bitterly when she learned how she 
had been defrauded. The scalper who 
had sold her the ticket, after some ‘hag- 
gling offered to compromise and return 
$19 of the money she had given him. A 


policeman had to be called in before he: 


would refund the entire amount. 

Some of the tickets the railroad people 
have confiscated during the past three 
weeks have been expertly tampered with. 
With acids and sharp. knives, dates, 
names and cancellation stamp marks 
have been erased and others substituted 
in their stead. 

All of the conductors on the lines run- 
ning out of Atlanta have been wdrned 
to look out for scalpers’ tickets and to 
confiscate them when presented by pas- 
sengers. One of the largest roads in 
this territory has taken up in Atlanta 
since July 19th over thirty tickets that 
had been purchased from scalpers. 

While the war is on, and it bids fair 
to continue indefinitely, the man who 
purchases a railroad ticket from a scalp- 
er is ant to suffer much annoyance and 
inconvenience, if he does not lose the 
money he invested in it. 


Railway Notes. 

R. P. Schwerin, purchasing agent of 
the Southern Pacific, passed through At- 
lanta yesterday at noon on the Southern 
en route from San Francisco to Rich- 
mond, where he is going to represent his 
road at an important business meeting. 


The Southern railway has been made 
the official route from Georgia to the 
annual Grand Army of the Republic en- 
campment at Chicago, which begins Au- 
gust 27th, and continues unfil Saptember 
Ist. A special train will leajve Atlanta 
over that road on the afternoon of Au- 
gust 25th, carrying many prominent 
Grand Army of the Republic veterans 
from all over the state. Two special 
coaches filled with old soldiers will be 
brought up from Fitzgerald. This special 
train will be handsomely decorated and 
will be known as “headquarters” train. 
General John B. Gordon, commander of 
the United Confederate Veterans; Com- 
mander Darnell and many others will go 
to Chicago on this train. They will

Kahn Says He Readily Recog- 
nized Coffman.

WANTED HERE ON SERIOUS CHARGE 


Was Indicted by Grand Jury on 
Charge of Embezzlement After 
Company’s Failure. 


Edward G. Coffman, who disappeared 
from Atlanta May 29th under circum- 
Stances that caused the Fulton county 
grand jury to return a true bill against 
him for embezzlement, has been seen by 
an Atlanta man in New York. 

S. Kahn, a well-known business man of 
this city, is certain that he saw the 
badly wanted ex-president of the Georgia 
Handle Company on a North river ferry 
boat plying between New York and Jersey 
City on Friday, July 20th. Not only did 
Mr. Kahn see Coftman, but he talked to 
him, or rather tried to talk to him, and 
heard his voice Aitheough Coffiaan was 
sans his beard of capitalistic cut, and 
brown as a nutmeg, his physiognomy and 
physiqua were instantly recognizea by 


| Mr. Kahn, and the few words he spoke in 


the conversation forced upon him confirm- 
ed his identity in his tone of voice. Mr. 
Kahn has known Edward G. Coffman well 
for some time, and says he could not have 
been mistaken in his man. 

When relating the incident to a reporter 
of The Constitution yesterday, Mr. Kahn 
Said: “‘As I entered the Jersey City 
ferry I saw a person who seemed to have 
a familiar appearance, and I recognized 
Coffman immediately, although he had 
shaved his beard. He was badly gsunburn- 
ed and Jooked like a prosperous farmer. 
I went over and sat down by him and 
spoke to him, and he returned the saluta- 
tien. I engaged him in conversation, but 
he answered only in monosyllables, and 
appeared nervous. He soon left me and 
went out and leaned over the rail, remain- 
ing there until we reached the other side. 
In Jersey City I lost sight of him. I sup- 
posed he was en route to Atlanta, but 1 
saw nothing further of him after leaving 
Jersey City. 

“I am positive it was Coffman. There 
was no chance for a mistake, because l 
knew him well, and he was easilf recog- 
nized. He seemed to be in good spirits, 
and I did not mention Atlanta affairs to 
him.”’ 

The Coffman sensation, following upon 
the heeis of the failure of the Southern 
Agricultural Works, of which he was su. 
perintendent, and of the Georgia Handle 
Company, of which he was president, is 
still fresh in the minds of Atlantians. On 
Tuesday efternoon, May 29th, Edward G. 
Coffman left the city, ostensibly to go to 
Macon to look after the adjustment of 
the insurance on the B. E. Willingham 
Plow factory, recently burned at that 
Place, in which he was largeiy interesied. 
On May 29th a petition in involuntary 
bankruptcy was filed in the United States 
district court against the Georgia Handle 
Company by Mrs. E. G. Coffman and two 
other creditors for small amounts. Coff- 
man’s absence from the city provoked 
much suspicious comment when the fail- 
ure was made public, and his wife added 
Spice to the affair by taking to her bed 
with nervcus prostration and expressing 
to The Constitution her fears that her 
husband had met with foul. play. It is 
said that Coffman was seen in Macon by 
one perscn who knew him, but the fact 
that he ever went to Macon has nevcr 
been well authenticated. 


A few days previous tc Coffman's dis-' 


appearance, Receiver George W. Purrott 
made a discovery in overhauling the ac- 
counts of.the Southern Agricultural Works 
that implicated Superintendent Coffman 
in a shady transaction with the Armr 
strong factory, of this city. Several theu- 
sand dollars’ worth of material had been 
Sold ty» the latter firm and paid for by 
check drawn in favor of Coffman person- 
ally, no record of the transaction having 
been made at the agricultural works. In 
newspaver interviews and in his report 
filed in the bankruptcy case Receiver Par- 
rott alluded to this matter in a way that 
must have appeared very significant to 
Coffman. He stood not on the order of his 
going, but went. 

After it became known that Coffman 
had left it was charged that he had col- 
lected all of the handle company’s assets 
that could be realized on on short notice. 


/and it was supposed that he left town with 


a roll. Various conjectures were current 
about what had become of Coffmin. Few 
adhered to the foul play idea. Many 
thought he had gone to Moaxico, the. West 
Ir-dies or South America to lay the basis 
of a fortune. At the same time there was 
a rumor that could not be run down that 
Coffman had had 4 friend purchase a 
ticket for him to New York, and that the 
fame friend had made _ inquiries in a 
steamship cffice about the sailing of ves- 
sels from that pert. The days ran into 
moons, and the Fulton county grand jury 
indicted Coffman for embezzlement, but 

is whereabouts. remained a profound 
mystery. In a few weeks his wife and 
child went north—to Philadelphia, she 
said, where she was going to make her 
home with relatives.

Sixty minutes by the town clock has 
been largely instrumental in causing a 
suit for the sum of $500. The case is to 
come to trial in the city court some time 
during the fall term, which begins next 
month, 

One of the principals is one of the best- 
known citizens of Atlanta; a man who has 
lived here the greater part of his life 
and has valuable interests. . The suit 
sounds Weyman @®& Connors against 
George W. Collier, and is brought through 
Attorneys Tompkins & Alston, the legal 
representatives of the petitioners. 

The petition to the court sets forth that 
on July 30th Mr. Collier entered into an 
agreement and contract with the plaint- 
iffs, whereby he was to pay them $500 if 
they would find someone willing to lend 
him either $6,500 or $7,500 at 6 per cent for 
a period of two or three years. 

Many Acres as: Security. 

To secure such an amount he was to 
give title to 202% acres of land in land 
lot No. 108, and also thirty acres, fronting 
200 and 300 feet on the Peachtree road In 
front of Black’s place. Messrs. Weyman 
& Connors declare they immediately had 
the titles examined to see that they were 
good, and were perfectly satisfied. 

Then they went to work to find the man 
willing to put up the necessary $7,500 in 
order to make-6 per cent interest. They 
found him and were prepared to hand 
the amount over to Mr. Collier on last 
Wednesday. But, according to their peti- 
tion, he positively refused to receive it 
and gave as his excuse that he wanted it 
at noon, and ft was then half an hour past 
that time. 

The petitioners aver that at 1 o’clock 
they had the money ready to turn over 
to him, but he still declined and gave no 
other excuse except that advanced when 
they notified him he could get the money. 

They say they have done all they bar- 
gained to do and are of the impression 
that they are entitled to the $500 which 
they were to receive as commission money 
for negotiating the loan for Mr. Collier. 
Hence the suit. 

The trial of ‘the case wfl! doubtless prove 
interesting, owing to the prominence of 
the principals.
